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PREFACE 


This Volume (XIII) of South-Indian Inscriptions {Texts) follows the same plan 
as that of its predecessor (Vol. XII, The Pallavas). It contains the Tamil inscriptions 
of the Chola kings calhng themselves merely by the title of RdjaTcesarivarman. 
These inscriptions have been arranged in the order of the regnal years quoted in each 
inscription, irrespective of the identity of the lungs who issued them. The undated 
epigraphs and those of which the date portions are damaged or no longer legible have 
been relegated to the end. In his introductory remarks, prefixed to the text of each 
record, as well as in his general Introduction to the volume, the editor has tried to 
assign them to particular kings of the dynasty, giving reasons for doing so. It is hoped 
that the volume will be found useful to students of South-Indian History, Epigraphy 
and Tamil language.

INTRODUCTION 


The Chola Icings who flourished between the 9th and 13th centuries A.D. adopted 
the titles Rdjakesarivarman and Parakesarivarman alternately in their inscriptions. 
The early kings of the dynasty, from Vijayalaya onwards up to Rajaraja I, often used 
these titles exclusively without mentioning their proper names and this practice 
continued to some extent even after Rajaraja I. 

In the following pages are puhhshed 355 inscriptions of kings hearing the title 
Rdjakesarivarman copied by the Epigraphical Department from 1904 to 1935. The 
epigraphs ha\m been arranged according to the regnal years of the king given in each, 
and hence this arrangement does not allow of their being specifically grouped under 
each king. It is necessayy to study the records closely to identify the different kings 
bearing this title with the help of internal evidence hke the details of date where they 
are given, the method of writing and phraseology adopted in each and the occurrence 
in them of names of feudatory chiefs, officers or other persons. Accuracy of readings 
for this purpose is very important and this could be secured in the case of many of the 
inscriptions only by constant reference to the original facsimiles, in the course of revis- 
ing the proofs. I wish to take this opportunity to express my gratitxtde to the Govern- 
ment Epigraphist for India who readily supplied me with these impressions whenever 
required and, also assisted me otherwise in the preparation of this volume. 

Most of the records in this publication have thus been assigned to kings Aditjm I, 
Gandaraditya, Parantaka II Sundara -Chola, Rajaraja I and to kings Kulottuhga I and 
Kulottuhga II. It has net been possible in some cases to refer the inscriptions 
definitely to any king in particular. Nevertheless, as reflecting the social, pohtical, 
economic and religious life of South India in ancient times, a collective study of the 
material contained in this volume wifi be found useful to students of history and 
literature. 

2. Aditya I : About fifty inscriptions have been ascribed to Aditya I, and these 
are found distributed in the districts of Tanjore, Thuchirappalli (including the former 
Pudukkott >.i State), South and North Arcot and Chingleput. It is known that 
Ad,itya cons fii dated the eoncjuests of his father Vijayalaya and extended his dominion 
by further concpiests. Vestiges of the displaced powers generally continue to linger 
in such regions for some time and consecpently these find mention in several of his 
records. A fragmentary inscription from Tiruneduhgalam in the Tiruchirappalli 
District (No. 335) from which the date has been lost, refers to a previous gift of money 
made to the temple by Panclya Varaguna-Maharaja, wliich tvas now confirmed by the 
sfihhd of the place by the assignment of a tax-free land for that amount. 

Reminiscent of the Pallava power and influence are tlie names of the following 
i)lace5 : («) Kumaramarttandapuram mentioned in a record froaa Tirunagesvairio 
(No. l3) ; {h) Atu ruijiarayana-chaturvedfinaiigalam mentioned in No. 300 from 

Tiruv'sdu -; (r) Dcm iv; rmam hgalant, tlm ancient name ( f Aiaiitbakkam (No. 314) ; 
('/) Mrirpidugu-ch'.turvedimrhgak.m near Tirn-'ualavadi (No. 324) : (e) Videlvidngu- 
ohartU’vedimmgalaMi of wliich Tiruvilakkud' formed apart (No. 346) ; (/) Nitvavinita- 
maugcclam (No. 325) near Lalgiid; ; and (g) Aparajita-cliaturvedimahgalam, the same as 
Taklvohuu (No. 294). 

3. P.rahmadesam in the Nrth Arcot District is mentioned in two inscriptions 
(Nos. 292 and 322) under the name Rajamalla-chatnrvedimahgalam, evidently after 
one of the Western Gahga kings named Rachainalla who must have been ruling in 
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these parts, as e^^d.enced by his inscription No. 6 of 1896 at Vallinxalai. A Western 
Ganga subordinate of Aditya in the same district was Gahgamarttanda alias Semblyan 
Prithivi-Gahgaraiyar, son of Mahadeva the chief of Pahgala-nadn who figures as the 
donor of an ornament to the god at Tiruppalanam in the Tanjore District (No. 319). 
He has been surmised to be a brother of Alixfin Kallarasi alias Sembiyan Bhuvani 
(or Prithivi).-Gangaraiyar also a son of Mahadeva figrxring in the reign of Paiantaka I 
{M.E.R. 1931, II, 8). Another chief who is already well-known to us as the recipient 
of certain honours at the hands of Aditya and his Chera ally Sthanu-Ravi was 
Vi kki -Annan whose wife Kadambamadevi is stated to have made a gift of a 
hundred sheep for burning a lamp in the temple at Tillaisthanam (No. 337). 

4. No. 288 from Kxxdimiyamalai mentions two local chiefs by name Perumbidugu- 
Muttaraiyar and Muttaraiyar Nanibi Manatongalar, both evidently close relations 
of each other. Nangaiyar Nahgai Dayanidhiyar, the wife of the former, is said to have 
made a gift of a lamp to the temple on behalf of Nangai Vikiamakesariyar, the daughter 
of the latter. Perhaps of the same family and having jurisdiction over a tract of 
Ramanathapuram v/as Marpidugu Tirukkdttiyurkalvan Makalan Anai-udaiyan 
(No. 299) tvho figures as a donor to the temple at Tiruppalanam in the 22nd year of 
the king’s reign. 

Other subordinates of Aditya may also be mentioned. The names of Vayira- 
megan Pidaran of Venna\fil in Misengili-nadu, the donor of a meeting hall (ambalam) 
at Sendalai (No. 187) and Nripatungamangala-Peraraiyar whose son Nambi Mallanarwas 
the donor of a land as eripatti atNerkunram (No. 308) are both reminiscent of offices 
under the Pallavas. Two other persons who were perhaps new recipients of similar 
offices under Aditya himself were Sembiyan Malanattuvelan alias Korran Maran of 
Kaikalur in Ehlalkunividam (No. 313) and Sembiyan Arkkattuvelan alias Maravan 
Nakkan the headman of Purisai in Parivandatturai of Arkattu-kurram (No. 315). 
The latter’s son evidently was Nakkan Singan the headman of Purisai who endowed 
some land to the temple at Thumalavadi (No. 324). 

5 Inscriptions of Aditya in this volume give the names of two of his queens. One 
of them Vajiri Akkan alias Tribhuvanamadeviyar the donor of a lamp to the temple 
at Tiruchchatturai (No. 351) is said to have been the daughter of Kadupattigal Tamar- 
mettiyar, who seems to have been a member of the Pallava family and who also made 
a similar gift to the temple at Tiruppalanam (No. 304). Ihe other queen figures in 
an inscription from Tirumalavadi (No. 323) which records the gift of a lamp 
by Ilangon Pichchi who is called the Senior queen of Solapcrumanar and the 
daughter of Vallavaraiyar. This Solaperumanar has been identified with Rajaraja J 
{M.E.R. for 1920, II, 19). The epigraph is dated in the 27th year of the king, and 
one would expect to find in suc’a a late record the characteristic iiistorical introduction 
of Rajaraja beginning with Timimgalpola, etc., and also prominent mention being 
made of the king’s elder sister Kundavaiyar the wife of Vallavaraiyar Vandyadevar. 
Botli these are ab- cii.t hi tins inscription, and h('nce we may not be wrong in assigning 
the record to Aditya in wdiose 27ch year the details of the date workout for A.D. 897 
October 15. The Vallavaraiyar mentioned in this record might refer to the Rashtra- 
kuta king (;f the period {Ep. Incl., Vol. XXVI, ]>. 233), and it is possible that Aditya 
who luc.l extended his conquests into the West might have cojitractcd marriage alliance 
wath that lamily. Tiic offspring of this marriage was possibly prince Kannarade\'a 
referred to in No. 321 from the South Arcot District, the same as Adittan Kannaran 
figuring as donor in a record at Tillaisthanam {M.E.R. 1895, p. 5) and an otherwi.se 
unknown brother of Parmitaka I. 
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Besides the two queens mentioned above, the king had also a mistress {bhogiydr) 
named Nahgai Sattaperumanar who endowed 30 kalanju each to the temples at 
Tiruppundurutti and Tillaisthanam for burning a perpetual lamp therein (Nos. 219 
and 247). 

6. Tiruverumbur in the Tiruchirappalli District which was also known in its inscrip- 
tions as Srikantha-chaturvedimahgalam is said to have been situated in Kavira-nadu 
(No. 166). The presiding deity at this place is called in all its epigraphs by the name 
Tenkayilayattu-Mahadeva or Tirumalaimel-Mahadeva except in one solitary record 
(No. 287) dated in the 19th year of Rajakesarivarman, where it is stated that one 
Tattan Sendi the rvife of Agatyan Narayanan Nakkan of Timmigudi, a member of the 
dhinganam of Srlkantha-chaturveclimahgalam, made an endowment of a tax-free land 
to provide for a lamp and for offerings to the (image of) god Tirukkdyildeva set up 
by her in ‘ the temple of Aditta-Bhattaraka on the hill.’ The wording in the record 
clearly indicates that the reference is not to Sun-god but to the main deity only who 
should have been so called after king Aditya. In accordance with the statement in 
the Anbil Plates that Aditya caused to be built to Siva rows of tall stone temples on 
both banks of the Kaverl, the temple on the rocky hillock here seems to owe its origin 
to this king and it should have come into existence before his 4th year of reign, v, hich 
is the earliest date for his inscriptions found on its walls (No. 88). 

The construction of a irivimana to the temple b}^ a chief named Sembivan- 
Vedivelan is mentioned in other inscriptions of the place dated in the reign of a Raja- 
kesarivarman, and it has been shown in the body of the volume that they should 
all be referred to the time of Rajaraja I. 

7. Gandaraditya : It is rather difficult to ascribe clearly the inscriptions subsequent 
to Aditya between Gandaraditya and Sundara-Ch5la, as the interval between these 
two kings is too short for any palaeographical differentiation. The only sure guide 
is the details of date given in some records. 

No. 117 from Paliir near Tiruchirappalli is dated in the 5th year of Rajakesari- 
varman. The mention of a lunar eclipse in the month of Kanya enables us to fix 
the year as A.D. 954 or 955 in both of which there was a lunar eclipse, one on September 
15 and the other on September 4, and which may correspond to the 5th year of 
Gandaraditya. It records an endowment of land to a temple at Tiruppalu\ur by 
Mahiiualaya Irukkuvel alias Parantakan Virasolan. The same person is mentioned 
in No. 23 from Kudimiyamalai near Pudukkottai, dated in the 3rd year of the kina’ 
wherein a cavalier of his by name Sandaiyan figures as a donor of some cows to the 
temple. Irukkuvel or Ilangovel was a title assumed by the chiefs of Koduiubalur 
who, like the Muttaraiyars of Tanjore, were subordinates of the Cholas since the time 
of Aditya I and throughout Parantaka I’s reign (see e.g., Nos. 258, 316, 318 and 358 
of 1903), but it is hard to fix up their genealogy with the available material. Mahi- 
malaya should have been a member of this dynasty of chiefs. 

In the temple at Uraiyur near TiruchirappaHi is an inscription of the 3rd year 
of the khrg (No. 36) which records an endowment of land by one Kirttiraarttanda 
Brahmadharajan Kunjaramallan. He is different from his namesake mentioned in 
a record of Rajaraja I at Tiruvallara {S.I.T. Vcl. Ill, No. 50). I:, mentions 

two fields called Kunjaramallan- vayakkal and Velkulabhima-vayakkal. The wording 
in the inscription suggests that they might both have been called after tl.e donor 
himself. It has been suggested in the note to that inscription that VelkiilabMma 
might have been a title of Parantaka I. The king had also the biruda KunjaravuMa 
among his several titles {8.I.I., Vol. Ill, In., p. 14). 
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8. Three 'nscriptions of Kajakesari, all referable to Gandar^itya, mention groups 
of regiments called the Vtrasola-terinja-Kaikkolar (No. 45), the Samarakesari-terinja- 
Kaikkolar and the V ikramasinga-terinja-Kaikkolar (Nos. 47 and 48) named after 
the titles, evidently of Parmitaka I. No. 46 from Kumbakdnam refers to the Pandip- 
padaiydr. This inscription, which is damaged, seems to contain some valuable infor- 
mation corroborating the other accounts of Parantaka’s conquest of Madurai and 
Ceylon, but the details are lost. The mulaparishad of Tirukkudamukkil who got the 
village Arisalur as abhisMkadakshinai on the occasion of the king’s coronation are 
said to have been levied an impost of 3,000 kalanju of gold in the 38th year of the 
king for the maintenance of the Pa-ndippadaiyar who were possibly prisoners of war(?) 
stationed in their village. The assembly had to make good tins amount in the reign 
of his successor partly by the sale of 10 veil of land to the two temples of Tirukkil- 
k5ttattu-Para.masvamin and Jalasayana. 

9. Gandaraditya seems to have been assisted in the administration of his kingdom 
by his younger brother Arikulakesari or Arinjaya before he was succeeded by him to 
the throne, as evidenced by two inscriptions from Tiruppalatturai both dated in the 
8th year of his reign (Nos. 177 and 181). These have been already published in 

Vol. Ill (Nos. Ill and 112). They register endowments of land to the temple at 
Tiruppanambudur by Tappildarma Pallavaraiyan alias Kilmandur Paruvur, an 
officer hold'ng the high rank of perundaram in the service of prince Arikulakesarideva. 
It is possible that the donor is identical with Paluvettaraiyan KodandanTappildharman 
figuring in No. 609 of 1920 from Udaiyargudi in the 2nd year of Parakesarivarman 
(the same as Arinjaya ?) as the donor of a lamp to the temple. 

From No. 126 from Tiruchchatturai dated, in the 5th year of Rajakesarivarman 
who may be identified with Gandaraditya, we learn that a lamp was endowed to the 
teiuple at that place by one Velan Tiruvengadadigal of Pidavur who is said, to have 
got the title 3Iuvendappidavur-veldn from the reigning king, and that he was a chief 
whose fame was well-estabhshed. 

10. Parantaka II Sundara-Chola : About sixty inscriptions in this collection are 
ass gnable to Sundara-Ch5la. No. 130 from Kaveripakkam in the North Arcot Dis- 
tinct wliich is dated in the 6th year of Rajakesarivarman, registers an endowment of 
lamp made by a merchant residing at Kirttimarttanda-Kalap[ri '^]yam in Siru-Timiri- 
ncfclu of Pacluvur-kottam, to the temple of Kirttimarttanda-Kalap[riyadeva]. Mr. Ven- 
kajwa has surmised that the temple might be the same as the one dedicated to Kala- 
pi-fya mentioned in the Karhad Plates of Rashtrakuta Krishna III as having been built 
ameng others by that king [M.E.R. 1906, II, 20). It is not clear whether the god 
referred to was Siva or Vi.shnu, but the inscription is now found on the walls of a 
Vishnu temple and Kaverippakkam also, where this temple is situated, is known in aU 
the inscriptions of the place by the name Kavidippakkam only. 

Tne Kodumbalur chiefs tvho were briefly referred to above under Gandaraditya 
were related to the ( 'holas by ties of marriage, and also played an important part in 
the miUtary campaigns of their overlords. They figure prominently in a tW records 
of tivj reign of Sundara-Chbla. Nos. 9, 84 and 85, all from Tiruvisalur, register endow- 
meut< of land and money to the temple in the early years of the king’s rule by Piranta- 
kan Imhgolan alias Siriyavclar of Kodumbalur the same as Pirantakan Siriyavelar 
alias Tirukkarralippichchan, the general of Parantaka II (A.R. No. 291 of 1908) who 
is .said to have lost his life in battle in Ceylcn in the 9th year of the king’s reign {S.I.I., 
Vol. Ill, p. 255). This is different from the Tirukkarralippichchan the donor of 
a number of endowments to the temple at Tiruvaduturai in the reign of Parantaka I 
{M.E.R. 1925, II, pp. 80-81). 
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No. 233 from Tillaisthanam dated in the 13th year of Rajakesarivarman (Sundara- 
Chola) records a gift of 25 kalanju of gold each by Tennavan Piridimarasan alias 
Katti-Orriyuran and Varaguna-Perumanar, the wife of Parantaka-Iruhgdvelar, for 
burning two perpetual lamps in the temple. It is evidently the latter who figures 
in another inscription dated in the same year (No. 240) from Lalgu^, where she is 
referred to as the sister of the Chdla king. As regards the former we may identify 
him with the chief Kollimalavan Orriyuran Piradjgandavarman (also called Sundara- 
solan) who issued the two copper-plate grants Nos. 10 and 11 of 1913-14 in one of 
wliich, dated in the 10th year of Rajakesarivarman, it is stated that he dug a well 
for god Tirukkarrali-Paramesvara at Tusiyur to quench the thirst of his father who 
died at Ilam {M.E.R. 1914, II, 15 and Vol. Ill, pp. 476-9). Considering the 

fact that he made a gift to the Tillaisthanam temple jointly with Varaguna-Perumanar 
we may conclude that he was the son of Parantakan-Irungovelar (or Siriya velar) by 
this Chola princess, and that he had been given the chieftainship of a nddu round 
about Tusiyur by the king. It may also be mentioned in this connection that the 
Rajakesarivarman in whose reign these copper -plate grants were issued is more 
likely to be identical with Sundara-Chola than mth Rajaraja I as has been supposed 
in the volumes quoted above. 

Besides Varaguna-Perumanar, another wife of Siriyavelar by name Rajadichchi is 
introduced to us in No. 246 from Tirukkalittattai dated in the 14th year of the king. 
She is stated to have made a gift of 25 Ilahkdsu for a perpetual lamp in the temple in 
the company of Kunjaramalli who is called the daughter of Siriyavelar, and who 
donated an equal amount for another lamp. 

11. The Chola expedition to Ceylon also finds mention in a record from Tirunages- 
varam (No. 197). The two Sanskrit verses with which the inscription opens are 
unfortunately damaged, but with the help of these and the Tamil portion of the record 
we. can make out that Princess Arinjigai-Piratti the daughter of Arikulakesari (and 
hence another sister of Sundara-Chola) who was married to a Bana chief, set up an image 
of (a deity called) Amarasundaradeva in the temple and made provision for offerings 
and worship to that image. This was very probably in memory of her husband who 
fell fighting along with the Kodumbalur general Parantakan Siriyavelar on the battle 
field in Ceylon, since the Sanskrit portion mentions Siiiihala and refers to some 
heroic fight which ‘ the ornament of the Bah family ’, viz., her husband, the Bana 
chief, put up against his enemies. 

12. A dynasty of chiefs known as the Paluvettaraiyar figures largely in the inscrip- 
tions copied at Kila-Paluvur and Mela-Paluvur in the Tiruchchirappalli District. 
They seem to have held positions of power and influence under the Cholas from the 
time of Parantaka I and to have been related to the royal family by marriage. We 
find it mentioned in A.R. No. 231 of 1926 dated in the 12th year of Parantaka, that 
Paluvettaraiyar Kandan Amudanar fought, on behalf of his Chola overlord, a vic- 
torious battle at Vellur against the forces of the Pandya king and his Ceylonese ally, 
in wliich the Pandya lost his life. To commemorate this success the Commander 
Nakkan Sattan of Paradur made a gift of a perpetual lamp to the temple of Tiru- 
valandurai-Mahadeva at Siru-Paluvur-

It is perhaps this Amudanar who is referred to in the Anbil Plates of Sundara- 
Chola as a Kerala prince whose daughter was married to Parantaka I and bore him 
prince Arinjaya {Ep. Ind., Vol. XV, p. 50). By ‘ Kerala prince ’ should be meant a 
relation of the Chera king, since we know that the Chera contemporary of Parantaka I 
S I.I.— D. 
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was Vijayaraghavadeva {A.R. No. 169 of 1912), the probable successor of Sthanu- 
Ravi the friend and ally of Aditya I {8.I.I., Vol. Ill, No. 89). He must have taken 
service under the Chdla like the Kerala general Vellankumaran under prince Rajaditya 
(A.R. No. 739 of 1905), and his help to Parantaka might have been suitably recognised 
by the king by the grant of chiefship over a large tract of land. Tappildarma 
Pallavaraiyan to whom we were introduced on p. IV as the perundaram of Arifijava 
call.'- himself a Paluvettaraiyan. 

A descendant of Kandan Amudanar — probably his son — was Paluvettaraiyar Mara- 
van Kandanar who finds prominent mention in the records of Sundara-Chola and his 
successor Uttama-Chola. He is represented in this volume by five inscriptions dated 
between the 10th and 13th years of the reign of the former. Nos. 208, 215 and 344 
state that with the permission of this chief, the Nagamttdr, the Tddapatti-Chettigal 
and the authorities of the two temples at Paluvur had it engraved on stone that the 
manrupddu taxes payable by them were to be on the same lines as at Nandipuram. 
It is of interest to note here that the rules obtaining at Nandipuram were regarded as 
modeller some other villages also. An instance of this is to be found in C.P. No. 10 
of 1913-14 referred to in para. 10 above, wherein Malavaraiyan Sundarasolan, the 
same as Kolli-Malavan Orriyuran is stated to have ordered the adoption of the rate 
prevailing at Nandipuram in collecting the taxes on house-sites, etc , in his region. 
No. 236 registers an assignment of 24 vUi of land at Pasuhgulam on permanent 
leas; to a private individual with certain obligations to the temple, under the 
orders of the same Paluvettaraiyar Mara van Kandanar, thus refl>;cting the chief’s 
high estate. 

13. No. 225 from Udaiyargudi which is dated in the 12th year of the king records 
an endowment of two plots of land, one by Adittan Kodaippirattiyar, the queen of 
Arinjigai-Panmar ‘ who died at Arrur ’ and the other by Udaiyapirattiyar Viman 
Kimdavaiyar another queen, for providing water for the sacred bath of the deity 
and for offerings. No. 224 from the same place records another gift by the latter 
queen who is called the mother of Arifijiya-Pirantakadevar by which is e^ddently 
meant Parantaka II Sundara-Chola. This is at variance with the statement in the 
Anbil Plates of Sundara-Chola that he (Parantaka II) was the son of Arinjaya by a 
Vaidumba princess named Kalyani, unless we identify this lady with Viman Kundavai- 
yar herself ; or, she might be a step-mother of Parantaka II. Viman Kundavaiyar again 
figures in the 14th year of the king (No. 249) as a donor to the temple at Tiruvisalur, 
and in No. 271 from the same place dated in the 17th year of the king she is referred 
to as the Queen Dowager (?) (Purvadeviydr). 

14. An inscription from Kdyil-Tevarayanpettai dated in the 14th year of the king 
(No. 250) provides an interesting example of the encouragement given to learning in 
ancient times. It registers an endowment of 20 harunkdsu made by one Baradayan 
(Bharadvajan) Senda[n] Nakkapiran-Bliatta Sarvakratuyaji (the same as Senda 
Nakkan of No. 169 of the king’s 7th year) of Kurramahgalam, who stipulated that 
the sum of 3 kdm accruing from the amount as interest every year should be given as a 
prize to the best of the competitors (excluding the successful candidates of the previous 
years) who recited prescribed portions of Jaimimya-SdmavUa before the deity on the 
night of Tiruvadirai in Margali month, evidently as part of the festival in the temple. 

Similar examples of encouragement to learning are provided in Nos. 170 and 
342 both of the time of Rajaraja I. The former registers several gifts to the temple 
including an endowment to two persons reciting the Tiruppadiyam and another to 25 
Brahmins who were to recite Talavakdra-Sdmaveda, Tmttiruja-Veda and Chhdnddgya- 
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Sdmaveda before god in the temple at Kuttalam (Tanjore) built by Sembiyan- 
Mahadevi, the mother of Uttama-Chola. The latter record mentions an endowment 
made as Mahdbhdmta-vritti for the (daily) reading of the MahdbJidrata in the temple. 

The latest d,ate known for Parantaka II is the 17th year of his reign. Nos. 277 
and 278 from Koyil-Tevarayanpettai (Tanjore District) and No. 281-A from Chintamani 
(Chingleput) all dated in this year give the appellation Madiraikonda to the king. The 
first of these refers to gifts made previously to the temple in the 13th, 14th, 15th and 
17th years of the king, and (curiously) to one made in the 19th year also which is 
evidently a mistake for some other date. The last inscription is important as 
indicating the northernmost limit of the Chola kingdom, at this period. Chintamani 
which is called by the name Tiruppagavanrarai in the record, is said to be ‘ as sacred 
a place on the east coast as Gokarnam is on the west ’. 

15. Rajaraja I : More than 50 inscriptions in this volume may be referred to Raja- 
raja I. They range up to the 22nd year of his reign, though it is rather peculiar that 
they do not begin with his famous historical introduction Tinmmgalpola, etc., which we 
find generally in his records later than his eighth year. In about ten of them, all from the 
Tanjore District, we find prominent mention of Sembiyan-(or Pirantakan-; Madmiyar, 
the mother of Uttama-Chola, as the donor of rich endowments to the temples including 
those for the supply of water from the river for the sacred bath of the deities on Sank- 
rdnti days. One such inscription is No. 144 from Tiruvenkadu which gives a consoh- 
dated list of all the gifts made to the temple at that place up to the 6th year of the king 

this lady and by other members of the royal family at different times. Thus gifts 
made in the second year of Gandaraditya alias Mummudi-Chola by the queen ; in the 
4th year of Parakesari (Uttama-Chola) by herself and by a certain K oyi^illaiyar ; in 
the 10th and 11th years of Parakesari Uttama-Chola by the king himself ; in the third 
year of Rajakesari (Rajaraja) by Sembiyan-Mahadevi and by Sorabbaiyar Tribhuvana- 
Mahadeviyar, a queen of Uttama-Chola ; and lastly in the sixth year (of Rajaraja I) by 
Sembiyan-Mahadevi are all mixed up together and consolidated for record. It is 
of interest to find included at the end of the inscription a gift made by this queen for 
the merit of her servant (adiydl) Ilaichchiyan Malapadi. 

A visit paid by queen Panchavanmadeviyar to the temple at Tiruvidaimarudur 
in the fifth year of the king finds mention in No. 133 which states that the occasion was 
marked by a gift of land made by her for the upkeep of a gardener looking after the 
champaka garden which had been presented by Sembiyan-Mahadevi. 

16. The present village of Olagapuram in the South Arcot District evidently derives 
its name from L5kamahadevi a queen of Rajaraja I. Probably in the wake of its 
foundation was also built the Siva temple which is now in ruins. For we learn from 
No. 54 dated in the third year of Rajaraja that Ambalavan Gandaradittanar, a perun- 
daram nobleman of the king, erected a stone temple to Srikayilayattu-Paramasvami 
at Ulogamadevipuram, a towiyitrin Oyma-nadu, and made a gift of sheep for burning a 
lamp in the temple. In another inscription from the same place d.ated in the 7th year 
of the king (No. 167) this chief figures again as the donor of a flower-garden to the 
temple. He is herein called Gahgan Ambalavan Gandaraditta-Vilupparaiyan of 
Kuvalalam (Kolar) in the Gahga 6,000 province. His full name is given as Gahgan 
Ambalavan Gandaradittan alias Mummudisola-Vilupparaiyan in No. 61 of the king’s 
3rd year from Udaiyargudi, which states that 19 vUi of land was endowed to the temple 
in his name for the daily feeding of 56 Brahmins in the temple. 
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Another officer or chief who is said to have belonged to the perundaram of Mum- 
mudi-Chola (Rajaraja I) and who hailed from Kuvalalam was Anibalavan Paluvur- 
nakkan alias Vikramasola-Maharajan. He hnilt of stone the Srwhndna of the temple 
at Govindaputtur and endowed land for worship therein in the 3rd year of the king 
(No. 76). This chief figures largely in the reign of Uttama-Chola under this title. In 
a record from the same place dated 2 years later (No. 124) he is mentioned with the 
title Rajaraja-Pallavaraiyan. 

17. The chiefs of the Paluvettaraiyar family who figured in the inscriptions of 
Sundara-Chola are mentioned in the records of this reign also, wherein they are refer- 
red to in terms of respect implying the high position they were still holding. Nos. 98 and 
171, dated in the 4th and 7th years of the king and No. 298 of the 22nd year mention res- 
pectively Paluvettaraiyar Kandan Mara van and Paluvettaraiyar Kumaran Maravan. 
It is not clear whether the two names refer to one and the same person, or to father and 
son, which seems more probable. Prom No. 98 we learn that Kandan Maravan had 
founded the temple of TiruttoHam-Udaiyar at Mannupperumpaluvur in Kunrak- 
kurram, and that he gave all the right of worship therein to a resident of Tiruchchi- 
ruvalandai on the representation of the supervisor of the temple, while he was staying at 
SenapuraminMaladu. No. 298 says that under orders of Kumaran Maravan a certain 
Vadugan Madhavan of Poygaikkuruvidam reclaimed a portion of devaddna land at 
Uragankudi and gave it to the temple of Avanigandharva-Isvaragarattu-Mahadeva. 

Still another member of the Paluvettaraiyar family besides Kumaran Maravan men- 
tioned above — if not identical with him — was Palavettaraiyar Kumaran Kandan figur- 
ing in No. 235. By a slight misinterpretation in the text of this record the chief has been 
taken to be son of Pagaividai-Isvarattu-Devanar, whereas the latter's son was correctly 
Nakkan Pudi , who under orders of Kumaran Kandan brought some fallow lands at 
Uragankudi under cultivation and presented them to the temple for the maintenance 
of two lamps. Two daughters of this Devanar of Paluvur are also know n, one of 
them being Nakkan Akkaranangai who was married to a Chera prince (No. 153) and 
the other, Nakkan Panchavanmadevi, a queen of Rajaraja I {A.R. No. 385 of 1924). 

18. Another prominent feudatory of the king w as the chief Of Miladu in the present 
South Arcot District. No. 63 from Tiruvamattur dated in the king’s 3rd year records 
a gift of lamp to the temple by the chief Raman Siddhavadavan alias Vikramasola 
Miladu daiy an of Bhargava-gotra. His wife Puli sayyan Sami Abbai also known as 
Milada-Madeviyar the donor of a lamp to the temple at Kilur (No. 104) is called the 
daughter of the Pandya king. An inscription from Tiruvisalur of the 3rd year of the 
king (No. 39) registers an endowment of land to provide for 108 pots of water being 
supplied on every Sankrdnti day for the sacred bath of the deity, made by Siddhava- 
davan Suttiyar a queen of Uttama-Chola and the daughter of a Miladu chief whose 
name is not however given. She must have been either a sister or a daughter of this 
Vikramasola -!Miladudaiyar. 

Still another feudatory chief of Rajaraja was Madhurantakan Achchajndaran son of 
Virasola-Ilangdvelar of Kodumbalffi', who made a gift of 30 kalanju of gold for the 
daily feeding of a Bralmun in a matha at Govindapadi in Valla-nadu, a subdivision 
of Damar-kottam. No. 33 from Tirumalpuram in the North Arcot District which 
records this gift is dated in the 3rd year of Rajakesarivarman who is distinctly called 
Rajaraja in the Sanskrit verse at the beginning of the inscription. This is an important 
feature of the record as showing that the name Bdjardja had been bome by the kin g 
from the very beginning of his reign, and not conferred on him in his 19th year by 
the temple authorities at Chidambaram as suggested in S.LI., Vol. II (Int. p. 5). 
This fact is confirmed by another epigraph as will be seen presently. 
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19. Xo. 149 from Little Kanchipiiram dated in the 6th year of Rajakesarivarmaii 
deserves notice as fixing an important land-smark in the early military campaigns of 
Rajaraja. It registers an order of the king to his minister Kon Vidividangan alias 
ViUavan-Muvendavelan of Uttarahgudi in xlrvalak-kurram, a subdivision of Sola-nadu, 
to donate all the 900 sheep which had been captured by Kuruka<R-kilan Paraman 
Malapacb alias Mummu^chcholan Sqlakon after his attack on and conquest of Sitpuli- 
nadu and Pakkai-nadu, for burning ten lamps in his name as Rajaraja in the temple of 
Ainjandi Durga-Bhattaraki at Kachchippedu. From two inscriptions of the time of 
Parantakal from Tiruvorriyur (Nos. 160 and 236 of 1912) it is known that a general of 
that king conquered Sitpuh and destroyed Nellur, and on return from there made a grant 
to that temple. It was surmised in the M.E.R. 1913, II, 18, that Sitpuli referred to the 
Eastern Chalukya king (Bhima II) or one of his subordinates. The present inscription 
would indicate that the reference is rather to a locality or region and not to any 
individual. Pakkai-nadu is evidently the Paka-nadu (Nellore District), mentioned in 
inscriptions. These regions must have been lost to the Ch5las in the distinbed 
period following the Rashtrakuta invasion and conquest of the Ch5la territory in the 
last days of Parantakai. Now, when Rajaraja was preparing himself for a pi-ogramme 
of conquests, the attack by his military chief of these divisions should have formed a 
preliminary to the scheme of campaign against the Vengi country after the enterprise 
at Kandalur. The date of the inscription shows that he directed his attention to the 
north as early as the 6th year of his reign. 

No. 131 from Perangiyur in the South Arcot District which may be referred to 
the reign of Rajaraja I deserves mention. It registers an endowment of two pieces of 
land made bj' the assembly of Peringui’ in Tirumunaippa^, one for the maintenance of a 
lamp in the local temple and the other for feeding a tapasrin daily therein, for the merit 
of one Ganavadi Nambi Aruran who was doing the srikdryam (sacred service) to the 
Mulasthanattu-Perumana^gal of their village, as a memorial to the sacrifice he made of 
himself {dtmatydgam) in the sacred service of the god. We have to understand b}' 
this expression a life of dedication to god. It may incidentally be mentioned here that 
Saint Sundaramurti was also known as Nambi Aruran. 

20. There are very few inscriptions of Rajakesarivarmair which may be assigned 
to kings subsequent to Rajaraja. No. 157 from Tinipporur in the Chingleput District 
and No. 211 from Nerur in Tiruchirappalli are both of the reign of Kulbttxuiga I. 
No. 216 from Tiruppalaivanam (Chingleput) is to be ascribed to Kulottuhga II. In 
this last inscription the king is called Rajakesarivarmaii ‘ who was pleased to cover 
with gold the temple of Tirupperambalam (Chidambaram) This act of devotion 
is definitely claimed for Kulottunga II in A.R. Nos. 350 of 1927 and 349 of 1929. 
It finds mention in Kulottungasolan-uld a poem by Ottakkuttan in praise of this 
king, and in Sekkilar’s Periyapvrdmi'm where it is stated that king Anapaya (Kulot- 
tttnga 11) gilded the Chidambaram temple.

This records an endowment of 60 kalahju of gold by a certain Ay van Vembadigal 
of the Parttiva^ekarat-terinja-Kaikkolar (regiment ?) for daily offerings and for 
feeding in the temple of Tiruvengadudcvar. The assembly of Nahghr received 
the amount and sold to the temple tax-free, one vNi of land for this purpose. 
Among the boundaiies of the land mentioned, are a higli road leading to 
Pattanam (Ka,veriiipumpattinam). and another land which had been endowed 
to the temple by a certain Kottappichcholar (Pottapi-Chola). This person mav be 
identical with the chief Pottappichcholar Sattiyaraiyar figuring in a record from 
Vriddhachalam in th( South Arcot district tXo 49 of 1918), dated in the 7th 
year of Rajaraja I. and hctice the j)T'esent inscri])tion may be assigned to that king. 
Parthivasekhara after ivhom the Kaikkdlar regiment was called seems to have been 
a title of Rajaraja.

The inscription registers another .sale of land, made tax-free, at Si-ikantha-ehatnr- 3 
vmdiraahgalam by the assembly { Perung/'-ri^sabJidi) of the village to Velan Viranaranan 
Sembiyan Vedivelar of Sirudavur who is stated to have constructed the Srivimana 
to (god) Timverumbiyur-xllvar. Thi.s person, after paying the cost of the land as 
well as a lump sum towards its tax-exemption, and also redeeming it from a certain 
resident of the village named llappani Kari Nakkan in whose charge the land had 
been left by the a.ssembly (evidently iii mortgage), endowed the land for the main- 
tenance of four persons who were to sing the Tiruppadiyam hymns to the accompani- 
ment of tdukhai and tcilarn daily during the three services in the temple. The 
donor is also said to have added to this land, another piece which had been 
the object of a boundary dispute {sliHd-vivddam) between the residents of Srikantha- 
chaturvedimahgalam and Tiruverumbiyiir, and w'hich he had purchased from both 
the parties (See No. 50 above). The inscription refers to a channel dug by the 
donor. This is evidently the one mentioned in No. 50 al)ove.

This registers an endowment of 70 Ilakkasu in gold, made in the 3rd year of 
Parakgsarivarman ‘ who ^took the head of Vira-Pandya ’ by Devan Kuppai of 
the Vira^ola-terinja-Kaikkolar community (See No. '45 above) to the temple of 
Tirukllkottattu-Paramasvami at Tirukkudamukkil, a devaddna in Pamburmadu, 
on the northern bank (of the Kaveri). Out of the interest on this amount, offerings 
and worship were to be provided thrice a day to the silver image (of the god ?) set up 
in the temple by the donor. The reason for this agreement after the lapse of some time 
is not clear. The inscription being obviously of the time of a Rajakesari who v as 
the successor of ‘ Parakesari,'the victor over Vira-Pandya ’, i.e., Aditya II Karikala, 
it should be assigned to Rajaraja I.

This records a gift of two adjoinirig plots of land measuring together one 5th .regnal 
md, after purchasing them from their owners, by Balasiriyan Bhattan Sivan Kuttan 
of Adanur (the donor mentioned in No. 106 above) to provide for the supply of 
siddri and other ingredients for fumigation during the daily services in the temple of 
Tirunallur-Mahadeva at Kamaravalli-chaturvedimahgalam, a devaddna and 
brahmadeya in Innambar-nadu. The inscription also states that the land was made 
tax-free in consideration of 12 kdsu received from the donor by the Perunguri- 
Perurmkkal (Elders of the Assembly) of the village, who met for the purpose before the 
mardapa heralded by the blowing of a pair of kdla.m. Among the boundaries are 
mentioned the channel K 5 dandarama-vaykkal and the road Solamahadevi-vadi. 
Kddavdardma was a surname of Aditya I {Travancore Archaeological Series, Vol. Ill, 
part I p 109), and also of Rajaditya, the son of Parantaka (No. 318 of 1904). The 
inscription seems to be assignable to Simdara-Chola Parantaka H, and the date 
corresponds to A.D. 961, January 4. The details however, viz , Makara, Friday, 
Punarvasu, are not capable of verification.

land endowed after purchase and left in their charge, by Velan Viian^&yanan 
alias Semhiyan Vedivelar of Sirudavur in Ki|iyur-nadu forfeeding|15 Brahmans in the 
feeding house on the hill of Tiruvenimbiyur-Alvar every day. A lump sum is said 
to have been paid by the donor towards these taxes to the assembly. This person 
has figured as the builder of the Brlvimdna of the temple in other epigraphs of 
the place including No. 104 o£ 1914, dated in the 7th year of Rajakesarivarman. 
As this last inscription makes mention of a channel called Uttamasilivaykkal, 
evidently after a son of Par^taka I, all these records have to be assigned to a 
successor of his, either Gandaraditya or Parantaka II Sundara-Chola, both of whom 
were Rajakesarins, as against the view expressed in M.E.R. 1915, II, 20, referring 
them aU to Aditya I on the basis of the astronomical details contained in them. 
It is quite likely that these details woiild yield alternate equivalants for dates later 
than Parantaka I.

Rvdraganap-perumakkal for being reclaimed- This may belong to Rajaraja I to 
whose inscription (No 219 of 1906) on the same wall it bears a close resemblance 
in writing.

This is evidently an inscription of Rajaraja I which registers in detail the Do 
stock of several gifts made to the temple at different times. These comprised copper- 
vessels for the sacred bath of the deity presented in the 4th year of Uttama-Chola 
by queen-mother Parantakan (or Sembiyan)-Madeviyar ; a gold kolgai set with gems 
presented by her in the 6th year of the same king ; a golden pot for pinnacle over 
the temple presented by her in the 3rd year of Rajakesarivarman, evidently Rajaraja 
I ; another set of rich presents made in the same year by the same lady, consisting 
of a golden image N)f Chandrasekharadeva with a gold-plated copper pedestal and 
silver aureola and ornaments set with gems, besides a silver plate for offerings to the

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same deity ; a silver pot and some gold ornaments by Sdrabbaiy^r Tribhuvanama- 
deviyar, the queen of Uttama-Chola presented in the same year, and a gold flo'\er by 
the same queen presented in that year in lieu of land gift for the Sivasrdddha of her 
husband ; some gold ornaments made with the money presented to the temple by 
Parakesarivarman (evidently Uttama-Chola himself) in his lOth'and 11th years; a gold 
plate [patfam) presented in the 4th year of Uttama-Chola by Kbyirpillaiyar to the god. 
2 lamp-stands by Parantakan-Madevi and 2 by Madhurantaka (king) ; lastly 40o 
kdsu given by Parantakan-Madevi in the 2nd year of (her husband) Gandaradityadeva 
alias Mummudi-Choladeva towards the Sankrdnti bath of the deity every month and 
which was now, in the 6th year of Pajakesarivarman, converted into a land-endow- 
ment by the assembly of Nahgur. At the end is recorded another gift of 125 kakihjn 
presented by the same queen for feeding a Brahman in the temple for the merit of 
her servant {adiydl) Ilaichchiyan Malapa^, for which the same assembly sold a land 
to her for endo\\Tnent.

for the maintenance of ten perpetual lamps to be called ‘ Rajarajan’ after the name 
of the king, in the shrine of Ainjandi-Diirga-Bhattarakl at Kachchippedn The royal 
order was communicated by the king’s officer K6n Vidividangan alia^ Villavan- 
Muvendavelan of Uttarangudi in Arvala-kurram of Sola-nMu, who arranged for the 
supply of ghee by certain individuals to whom the sheep were tlistributed. These 
.sheep are stated to have been captured by Kurukadi-Kilan Paraman Malapadi albi- 
Mummudichcholan on the occasion of his overthrow of SippulLnadu and Pakkai-nadu 
(Paki-nadu). Of these two regions the former is known to have been subjurrated by 
a general of Parantaka T (31 -E li 1913. IT. 8 ' who is also said to have destroye<l 
Xellore in the course of the same campaign. By Nellore this Pakkai-nadu .shouhl 
have been meant in particular. Thev must have been subsequently lost to the Cholas 
till they were recaptured in tin* reign of Rajaraja.

(Junior staftd') and Achchan Kampan aZffii Tirukkarralippichchan of Tirumananjeri. 

The items of service iucluded the recitation of T'lruiJi^adinnw Talavukara-Sdmareda. 
To. if t in ya- left a und Chono'dgo Suoaveda before the deity, for which twenty-five 
Brahmans were appointed. Mention is also made of worship to a deity called 

Amarabhujarigadeva in the temple.

Rajakesarivarman of this inscription should therefore refer to his son and successor 
Sundara-Ch51a. The expedition to Ceylon mentioned in the record, wherein the Bana 
prince is said to have distinguished himself (at the cost of his life), is known to have 
been led by the Kodumbalur chief and general Parantakan Siriyavela.r in the reign 
of Sundara-Chola (Ep. Ind. Vol. XII, pp. 124 fif., and 21 E R- 1914., II, 15).
